It rnak<M alc<i!i"l uxoil in 
the arts free and reduces the tax on whisky 
to fifty cents |>er gallon. On tba tariff U^o bill 
to a careful and oomplato raTisionof tha 
whoto tariff system. 

It carries to the'free list a large number of 
articles now paying dnties and which enter 
conBuinption, either as raw materhil or other- 
wise, and in the production of which there is 
no injurious competition between this and 
oChar oountriaa. In tba ravtolon of the tariff 
thaaimbaabaaa tatalUgantly toapplyaon- 
dataat prinoiplaa to aU faraaohaa of Indnatry, 
aad to ao doing onr Indnatrial sjrstem baa 
been considered as a whole, and differing 
from other industrial systems in the import- 
ant fact that the labor to thto coontry re- 
caivaa a Urge, ahara of tha animal prodaoto 
«i kkhor and oapttal •OtoMaod, thaa to a^ 
othar oduntry. 

Thto important admwtogs to tha tabor to- 
toraate of tha United StolH tha bill aioM to 
p r eaenre throughout, iriiito at tha aama time, 
"in faim&<8 to aU totaraate,** aa ateted in the 
Chicago platform, to radooa and equaliao tha 
duties on imp u Ls. 

The priucipl s applied to the revision of 
tha tariff to toi-i bill are, first, that the differ- 
to ooat of producing commodities in thto 
Other countries, where there to no 
fiMmato or other natural causes why they 
oanaot ba produced abundantly in this 
ooontry has been studied and everywhere 
adhered to, as the cardinal principle to ba 
enforced in any revision of the tariff. 

In such a scheme all industries, of course, 
ahould stood on aa equal footing, and in no 
inatanoea should the powers of government 
bo used to elevate one above another. In 
other wonls, our industrial Hyst^Tii miust bo 
considered as a whole in which all wiio par- 
ticipate in it, share its benefits whether they 
are engaged in one industry or in another. 

One principle of great importam-e has t)oen 
kept constnntly in view, aad that is that the 
line which markx the difference in ooe^ of 
producing coiiiMwiditles here and aliroa<l ; in 
other words, tho line of f/iir omiiioLition ia 
always un 1 nec»)s.sarily aUive the |H>int of 
maximum n venuos. C>)nsM(|iimitly to re- 
duce tho diiiioi mi any comnnHhty below tho 
line of ditr. rivictf in cost, wiiich, as stated, is 
the line of even competition, until the line 
of mux iinuiii ri'venuo is |>a.s.v»d, iiecessiirily 
iii('reii.ses till) revenues. On the contrary, 
to raise dutisH from the line of inaxiinum 
revenue, by le.ssi'ninK lrii|K>rtuti'ins, reduces 
the reveiiuus. This principle has l>een kept 
to view thniut;hout the bill in the adjust- 
ment iif duties. 

To il' I'rii.ine where the line of difforei te 
in co-t fiill.s, is of (r.>urse, in many instaiKvo, 
difficult, but it m.iv be safely UHSured, when 
important leu;islution in any line of com- 
modities is lar^e and increasing, and no good 
reiuion api>enring why he thinks cannot as 
well be pruduced bwre, that such duties are 
th'low the ooKt line, and that the a<lvauta.^e 
ia with tbe foreign producenk If production 
in the same line is diminished or stupended 
alt.ogether in tliis oountry, it becomes proof 
positive that the advantage is too great to 
be overoume without a readjuBtmant of 
dntiea. 

In iraob eaaen— embracing, bowarar, bat a 
few artidee— there haa been no haaltonoy to 
preparing tkis bill, to raise diitioa, so aa to 
'permit these industriea to toke thair plaoa 
ahreaat with others in the country.
